THE IRISH HARVEST 

“We expect to gel about 990) O00 
tans from the Irish wheat harvest. 
The total harvest will, it is hoped, 
he much larger, but 290.000 tons is 


the quantity of  kiln-dried wheat 
which it is expected will be available 
for milling into flour after making 
provision for next season s seed. It 
is evident therefore, that we must 
import about 60,000 tons to make good 
the minimum quantitg of wheaten 
flour required by our people, and we 
expect to he able to do so. 

‘*The cost of imported wheat is 
now-a-days very heavy, but we have 
toget itirrespective of price—firstly, to 
make up the deficit between our home 
production and our total needs; and 
secondly to procure strong wheat suit- 
able for bakers’ bread. Further, the 
guaranteed price for native wheat 
was increased substantially this 
vear, which of itself is sufficient 
io justiiy an increase of about 
6s. per sack of flour, and ld. in the 
4ib. loaf. While it is not yet possible 
to give an exact figure as to the total 
increase in the price of flour, con- 
sequent on the. higher costs of both 
imported and home-grown wheat—more 
accurate information as to the yield of 
our own crop is necessary before this 


figure can be finally determined—it may 
well be as much as 12s, per sack, or 
even more. This increase in the price 
of flour would naturally increase the 
price of bakers’ bread; and, further- 
more, the time has come when some 
additional allowance may have to be 
made to bakers in respect of other in- 
creases In their production costs, in- 
volving a still further rise in bread 
prices. 


OFFSET BY SUBSIDY 


‘“ Having considered all these points, 
the Government has decided that in 
present circumstances, having regard 
to the unavoidable increases which have 
taken place in the costs of other food- 


stuffs, and the difficult social and 
economic conditions prevailing, these 
mecreases in flour and bread prices 


should not be allowed to take place, 
and that the higher costs should be 
offset by a subsidy from the National 
Exchequer. The cost of this subsidy 
the coming twelve months is 
estimated to be a little short of two 
millon pounds, but for the present 
year the whole of this sum will not 
have to be met entirely by the tax- 
paver. The Wheat Reserve Com- 
mittee, the body which, under Govern- 
ment direction, imported and stored 
large quantities of wheat in the vear 
before the commencement of the war. 
has accumulated certain surplus funds. 
Grain Importers (Eire), Ltd., the non 
profit-making company which imported 
our wheat since the war began, has 
also accumulated funds since the ex. 
traction of flour was increased. The 
total funds of both bodies amount to 
about three-quarters of a million 
pounds, which is now available towards 
the subsidy. The net sum to be met 
out of the Exchequer will be between 
1 million and 1{ million pounds, and 
the Minister for Finance has under. 
taken the unenviable task of raising 
that amount of money for the purpose.

It had also to 
bear in mind that the keeping down of 
bread and flour prices by subsidy 
would prevent many people realising 
with sufficient- clarity the lesson that 
higher production costs must inevitably 
mean higher prices also. The payment 
of a subsidy to flour and bread prices 
will not prevent an increase in the cost 
of providing the nation’s requirements 
of these essential commodities, but it 
will conceal it by transferring the 
excess charge from consumers to the 
taxpayers, and there is danger in that 
concealment—a danger we must not 
hesitate to recognise—because an undue 
developmeut of the policy of subsidisa- 
tion could lead to disaster. 

SA decision to meet the present 
position by means of subsidy may pos- 
sibly result in demands to increase the 
subsidy still further for the purpose of 
again raising the price guaranteed to 
wheat producers, or lowering the ex- 
traction requirements and providing a 
whiter Joaf or for some other reason. 
The Government must resist any such 
demands, The task of raising another 
14 million pounds revenue will involve 
heavy imposts on sections of our 
people, and no Government would 
lightly contemplate making that burden 
heavier still. If further increases in 
the cost of producing flour should take 
place, a rise in price will be un- 
avoidable. 


A FULL SUPPLY 


“What I have just said to you 
implies an announcement which, I am 
sure, you will all be glad to hear—an 
intimation that, between the quantity 
of wheat which will be obtained from 
the Irish harvest and the wheat for 
which arrangements for importation 
have been made, and which it is hoped 
will be duly completed, there will be 
enough fo maintain a full supply of 
all-wheaten flour and bread for twelve 
menths ahead, although there will be 
no surplus, and, in consequence of the 
decision of the (Government which | 
have announced, this flour and bread 
will be avatlable at the same prices as 
those now prevailing.’’ 


COAL WANTED FOR 
THRESHING 
FARMERS TO MEET IN 


DUBLIN 


A MASS meeting of farmers 

will be held in College 
Green, Dublin, on Sunday, 
August 3lst, to — against 
the lack of coal for threshing 
panes. which, the farmers 
elieve, ought to be released by 
the Government from the emer- 
gency coal stores. 

The meeting was decided upon yes- 
terday at a conference of farmers and 
threshing-mill owners in the Ormond 
Hotel, Dublin. A letter from An 
Taoiseach, declining to see a deputa- 
tion on the matter of coa] for thresh- 
ing, was read It was stated that 
wood and turf, which the Jetter urged 
farmers to use in engines for thresh- 
ing, were not suitable Wood and 
turf would enable them to do a certain 
amount of threshing, but the output 
would be very much smaller. 

Mr. T. Rooney, who presided, said 
that, some farmers — be able to 
store their corn if they could not 
thresh it, but the majority of them 
would not have facilities for storage 
and ‘had to thresh 


MILL-OWNERS’ CASE 


On the question of using Irish coal, 
Mr. J. M. Cathcart, of the Mill- 
Owners’ Association, said that special 
boilers would be needed. The mill- 
owners had got their machines ready 
to go out and thresh and now there 
was no coal. The Government per- 
mitted 4cwt. of coal for seven acres’ 
threshing, but he could not even get 
that 4cwt. 

Mr. T. J. Cavanagh said that 
twelve to fifteen hundred tons would 
do all the threshing by steam in 
County Dublin. About 40,000 tons 
would do the whole country. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., proposed the 
holding of the meeting. He said that 
this was a vital matter for the people 
of the city as well as the farmers, and 
the city people would support them in 
their attempt to get the coal necessary 
for threshing the corn, which they had 
grown at the request of the Govern- 
ment. i 

'The motion to hold the meeting was 
carried by fourteen votes to one, Mr. 
J. Murphy, Louth, dissenting. He 
said thaí the meeting would only 
make the farmers a laughing-stock, as 
they had been made before. He 
added that she farmers would not 
starve; they could thresn enough” for 
themselves. and if the Government 
prevented them from threshing the 
whole harvest, iv was not their place 
to rectify the position.

MR. MENZIES MAKES 
NEW OFFER 


GENERAL ELECTION 
POSSIBILITY 


CANBERRA, Friday.—Mr. R. G. 
Menzies has made a new offer to Labour 
to solve the crisis brought about by 
the Cabinet's plan to send him to 
London as Prime Minister. 

In a letter to Mr. Curtin ‘to-day, he 
proposed the setting-up of a National 
Government, with equal numbers of 
Government and Opposition representa- 
tives. Such a Government would serve 
under him, under Mr. Curtin or under 
any other Prime Minister selected by 
Parliament. The rejection of the offer 
is regarded in Canberra as certain, and 
in Labour circles it is believed to be the 
prelude to an election. 

In his Jetter Mr. Menzies said :— 
“The events of the last few days have 
emphasised the imperative need for 
political stability. The discussions in 
the parties and in Parliament have also 
shown the urgent desire of everyone 
for Australian Ministerial representa- 
tion in London. Such representation, to 
be effective, must be based on stability 
at, home.” 

All parties are agreed on the need to 
send a representative to the War 
Cabinet in London. Labour, however, 
is firmly opposed to sending the Prime 
Minister. 


SHIPPING BAN IN 
MANILA BAY 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
WARNING 


HYDE PARK, Friday.—An Order 
prohibiting unsupervised night-time 
navigation in Manila Bay was signed 
to-night by President Roosevelt. The 
President added a warning that persons 
violating the Order would be subject 
to ‘‘attack by the United States armed 
forces. '' 

Portions of the Manila Bay area were 
mined some weeks ago. The Order 
establishes the territorial waters of 
Manila Bay as a ‘‘ defensive sea area,” 
and warfs ships that they operate 
therein at their own risk. 

Manila Bay, one of the main ports 
of entry to the Philippines, is strongly 
fortified and is a magnificent harbour, 
with an area of 770 square miles.— 
(Reuter.) 


ALLIED COUNCIL

Gomel, which lies midway between 
Smolensk and Kiev, and is about 150 
miles from the Polish frontier on the 
River So], a tributary of the Dnieper. 
Operations around this important rail- 
way town, to reach which the Germans 
had to cross the upper stretches of the 
Dnieper, are apparently designed to 
establish a bridgehead” from which 
the Germans can either strike down the 
eastern bank of the river and outflank 
the Soviet’s Ukraine armies, or drive 
north towards Moscow. 


BLACK SEA BATTLE 


Meanwhile, Red Air Force bombers 
have struck hard at German transports 
carrying reinforcements forthe Ukraine 
through the Black Sea. Tins fleet was 
routed with at least two transports 
sunk, a third set o: fire and others Int. 
A telegram from the “theatre of war,” 
quoted -by the Soviet News Agency, 
savs that the vessels were spotted near 
the Rumamian coast by reconnaissance 
‘planes, which photographed _ the 
embarkation of troops, artillery and 
ammunition. Bomber aircratt, swoop- 
ing to attack in face of. intense anti- 
aircraft fire from the ships, dropped 
bombs of tremendous explosive power. 
Returning for a second attack, the 
Soviet flyers saw one ship enveloped in 
flames and the stern of another above 
the water. Iy vet a third dive another 
large transport was sunk and others 
hit. The rest put back to the shore. 
No Soviet *planes were lost. 

There is no further news of the fight- 
ing in the Ukraine. says Reuter; but 
In Ankara there are strong rumours 
that the bulk of Marshal Budyenny’s 
army has safely cross the Dnieper, 
where fresh masses of men are believed 
to be already established on the rising 
ground on the east bank. 


BERLIN CLAIMS 


The Geeman High Command claims 
that in the Southern Ukraine “' the last 
bases of the enemy on the Dnieper are 
being methodically cleaned un,” that 
north-west of Kiev the Russians are 
retiring beyond the Dnieper, and that 
east of Gomel ‘‘ pursuit of the de- 
feated enemy  continues.’’ Before 
Leningrad and in Estonia, savs Berlin, 
“our troops are pressing steadily for- 
ward,” and on the Finnish front on 
both sides of Lake Ladoga “ attacks 
are also gaining ground.”’ 

The latest Soviet communiqué reports 
that on August 19 a Russian river 
fleet inflicted a heavy defeat on German 
troops trving to cross a river near the 
town of ‘ B.” The Germans lost nine 
tanks, 29 motor cars, 40 motor cycles 
and eight field guns, while 800 soldiers 
and officers were killed. Concentrating 
on one spot, the Germans succeeded ia 
throwing a pontoon bridge across the 
river, but Soviet monitors and motor 
launches appeared round bends, and 
their gunners’ first salvo wrecked the 
bridge. Tanks and motor cyclists 
were thrown into the water. The fleet 
then attacked German boats transport- 
ing troops over the river and 26 were 
sunk. 


TOWARDS KHARKOV ? 


According to Swedish correspondents 
in Berlin, operations round Gomel 
indicate that the Germans are now 
directing a thrust south-eastwards 
towards the big industrial town of 
Kharkov, about miles away. Their 
object behind this would be to outflank 
the rest of Marshal Budyenny’s forces 
which have crossed the Dnieper. 

Colonel Bratt, the Swedish military 
observer, supports this view, com- 
menting that the Gomel offensive is 
obviously not aimed at Moscow. but 

robably at Kharkov and the Upper 
Sonik.

Soviet troops still hold a number of 
bridgeheads on the Lower Dnieper, says 
a Budapest telegram to Vichy, which 
claims that the ring of Germans and 
their allies round the Black Sea port 
of Odessa is tightening. Soviet forces 
outside this area have launched several 
attacks, but, it is stated, were pushed 
back to the other bank of the Dnieper. 


PORT OCCUPIED 


The claim that a German division 
has occanied the Black Sea port of 
Ochakov, forty miles east of Odessa, 
is made in a Berlin despatch to Rome. 
It is stated that the port was captured 
in spite of desperate resistance by 
Soviet troops, supported by numerous 
coastal batteries. 

Soviet troops made a fresh as'ack in 
the Smolensk sector on Thursday, it 
was semi-officially reported in Berlin 
last night. ‘he attack, it was claimed, 
was “immediately repulsed.” 


LIKE TANNENBERG 


The German High Command spokes- 
man last might claimed that on 
the southern front “ the last bases of 
the enemy on the Dnieper have been 
wiped out” and that General von 
Rundstedt’s armies had advanced the 
tight German flank “ as far as the 

reat natural barrier of the Dnieper.” 
He asserted that the left flank was 
pressing forward north-west of Kiev 
and declared that General von Bock's 
armies had been victorious in a ‘‘ new 
great battle of annihilation in the 
centre.” This army group, he said, had 
to face ‘‘the core of the Soviet armies.”’ 
Russian losses at Gomel are ‘ almost 
as great as those of Tannenberg,’’ he 
added. 

The significance of the results of the 
Gomel battle, the spokesman said, is 
that the armies of von Bock and von 
Rundstedt are now nearing each other. 
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“Thus in a short time the area at the 
mouth of the Beresina and of the 
Pripet will be in German hands,” he 
went on. “On the northern sector 
von Leeb’s army, after crossing the 
Baltic countries and the area between 
Lakes Jimen and Peipus, Is now 
pressing towards the defence area of 
Leningrad.”’ 

The spokesman claimed that the cap- 
ture of Novgorod—its fall has not been 
admitted by the Russians—created the 
base for the “ cutting off of road and 
rail communications between Lenin- 
grad and Moscow.” 


FINNISH CLAIM 


The Finnish High Command claimed 
vesterday that Kexholm, on the shores 
of Lake Ladoga, was captured by 
Finnish forces on Thursday, says a 
Helsinki despatch to Berlin. 


VESSELS CLAIMED HIT 


According to the German wireless 
vesterday the Luttwafle badlv 
damaged a Soviet destroyer by a 
direct, hit by a bomb south of Ochakov, 
on the Black Sea, and sank a Soviet 
freighter of 5.000 tons in the Gulf of 
Finland. Eight aerodromes are stated 
to have been attacked ithe Leningrad

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SOVIET REVIEW 
OF WAR 


ESTIMATE OF LOSSES 
ON BOTH SIDES 


In a survey of the first two months 
of the war the Soviet Informatrton 
Bureau this morning states :'— 

“A month ago the German High 
Command declared that the roads to 
Moscow, Leningrad and Kiev lay open. 
The Red Army has blocked that road. 
The German fligh Command declared 
that the Soviet Air Force was de- 
stroyed. This air force continues to 
deal blows to the enemy. Several tank 
divisions, numerous infantsy divisions, 
and 15 motorised divisions have been 
smashed by the Red Army. 

‘‘ Soviet losses during the first two 
months of war were 150,000 killed, 
440,000 wounded, and 110,000 missing. 
making a total of 700,000. 

“There were 24 air raids on Moscow, 
but no military objectives were 
damaged. Four hundred and thirty- 
six people were killed and over 1,000 
seriously injured. 

“ German losses were over 2,000,000 
killed and wounded, more than 8,000 
tanks, 10,000 guns and 7,200 aircraft. 
Soviet losses were 5,500 tanks, 7,500 
guns and 4,500 aircraft.”’

LATE TRAINS 


ENGINE-DRIVER’S 
COAL OPINION 
MIXTURE THAT CLOGS 


THE FIRE-BOX | 


By Our REPORTER. 


“You might as well be trying to 
sand,” said a G.S.R. driver 
yesterday. He was speaking of the 
new coal—the coal which has caused 
his company to announce “‘ consider- 
able disorganisation’’ of services. 
‘It’s heart-breaking trying to use the 
stuff. They can call it coal if they 
like, but it’s not.” i 

The ‘‘coal” on the banks at Inchi- 
core was just dust. How anyone could 
be expected to make a fire with it Í 
cannot. imagine, and [| sympathised 
with the man who said: “I believe 
there was a mistake. That stuff was 
sent over on the boat as ballast, and it 
was delivered here as coal !”’ 

I asked a fireman to tell me exactly 
what he thought of the new coal. 
‘No use telling you that.” he said; 
‘‘ you'd never print il. 
at all, whatever it is; but we are not 
too bad on the main lines. It’s the 
unfortunate men on the branch lines 
who would give you a real ‘story’ 
about it. Here we get a mixture of 
good and bad coal, but down the 
country they have to use the ‘duff’ by 
itself, We're beginning to call it 
‘plum duff,” because we get an odd 
lump in it!’ The fireman's already 
heavy job has increased. Every shovel 
of coal he puts on means extra work, 
raking at it, trying to get some air 
up through it.”’ 

i was taken up on the footplate of 
“Tailte,” the great green “' 802” that 
pulls the Cork mail train. The driver 
showed me the coal left in the tender. 
Here and there were a few lumps; the 
rest was like powder. “ And that,” he 
said, “ is good compared with some of 
the stuff that is being used. It forms 
clinker that depth.” and he opened his 
hands to indicate about six inches. '' It 
gets into the boiler tubes, it comes out 
in the smoke box the same way as it 
went into the engine. And then the 
public grumble about delay.” , 

Tle ““dust-ceal ” ts so fine that 16 
slips through the bars at the bottom of 
the fire-box. When it reddens it forms 
an unventilated mass. To overcome to 
some extent these two difficulties a very 
clever expedient has been adopted. 
Pieces of limestone are placed on the 
bars, and when these become heated 
under the fire they burst} causing a 
break in the mass on top, thereby 
allowing a draught to pass through 
the coal. 

Several other drivers and firemen had 
the same thing to say. “‘ Coal, how are 
va’ said one with a contemptuous 
sniff. ‘‘ Just tell your readers that they 
can consider themselves lucky to be able 
to travel at all while we have that 
stuff.” 

| left Inchicore with a better appre- 
ciation of the difficulties facing the 
G.S.R. in their great endeavour to keep 
up a regular service. Everybody must 
admit that they are doing extra- 
ordinarily well, considering that a large 
part of their ‘‘ ration’’ of coal is of 
such inferior quality.

On Thurs- 
day a passenger train scheduled to leave 
Cork at two o'clock in the afternoon 
did not arrive at Skibbereen until close 
on four o'clock yesterday morning. It 
took almost fourteen hours to cover the 
fifty-three miles from the city. 

At a meeting of Tuam Town Com- 
missioners it was stated that it took 
almost twelve hours for the train from 
the town to Dublin.

Our Daily Bread 


The Minister for Supplies announces 
that the Government has provided a 
subsidy of £2,000,000, in order to main- 
tain the price of bread at its present level. 
Upon the whole, we think that it has 
acted wisely—or, at least, expediently. 
One could argue that it might have done 
better to let the price of bread follow its 
natural trend, which is upwards, and to 
spend the £2,000,000 upon some really 
useful scheme for the provision of employ- 
ment; but the people at large might have 
thought otherwise. Mr. Lemass himself 
has qualms about the subsidy—he con- 
fossed as much in his broadcast last 
night—and admits, with truly commend- 
able frankness, that it dces no more than 
conceal a genuine increase in the cost 
of living. Yet necessity drives. During 
the coming twelve months this country 
will require approximately 350,000 tons 
ef wheat, at the present rate of consump. 
tion. The home harvest will furnish + 
minimum of 290,000 tons, so that 60,000 
tons must be obtained from abroad. Now 
there has been a serious rise, for reasons 
which are evident to everybody, in the 
price of imported wheat, and this increase 
in itself would be sufficient to justify a 
higher price for the loaf; but, in addi- 
tion, the domestic grower is receiving a 
higher price for his wheat than in 
previous years, while the bakers also have 
new costs to meet, in the form of dearer 
fuel and other things. The case for a 
dearer loaf is strong, but the burden upon 
the poor would be exceedingly severe, and, 
tha Govern- 
ment has come to the rescue. There can 
be no possible doubt concerning the popu- 
larity of its action 

Mr. Lemass includes a warning with 
his good news. On no account, he savs, 
will the Government be induced to increase 
the subsidy: The farmers may bring 
pressure upon Merrion to add 
another half-million or so, in order that 
the price guaranteed’ to them may be 
brought even higher. The suggestion may 
be mooted that a small additionai subsidy 
would enable a whiter loaf to be produced. 
All such overtures, the Minister assures 
us, will be met with a polite, but definite, 
“No.” The country is lucky that it can 
be assured of a wheaten 
bread throughout the coming year, with- 
out any apparent necessity to mix it with 
oat or potato flour—a great deal luckier, 
let us recall, than most people. only a

been led to expect. It is certain that the 
diplomatists of both sides have been hard 
at work in Ankara, with what result 
nobody knows; but out of the blue, some 
ten days ago, came simultaneous declara- 
tions from both Great Britain and Soviet 
Russia, promising full assistance to 
Turkey it she should be attacked by a 
European Power. Had the two Allied 
Powers reason to suspect a German move? 
The only basis for such suspicion lies 
that large troop move- 
ments are taking place in the Maritza 
valley, which leads straight into Turkey. 
Another week tell whether the 
Germans contemplate yet another offen- 
sive, in addition to their tremendous 
onslaught upon the Soviet Union.

do much to smooth the path for an 
advancing and Germany now 
controls many ports on the Black Sea, 
at no great distance from Iran. Whitehall 
has communicated during the last few 
days with the Shah, calling his attention 
to the presence of these Germans, and 
asking what he proposes to do about them. 
His Government’s written reply was 
received in London lasi night, but, as we 
write, its terms have not yet been dis- 
closed. Ther2 are ominous stirrings. 
Yesterday a rumour was current that, if 
the lranian reply should not prove to be 
satisfactory, British forces under the 
command of General Wavell were ready 
to march into Iran from Baluchistan. 
This rumour has been scotched in London ; 
but it hardly can be doubted that Britain

Miners” Food 

Lord Londonderry has added his sup- 
port to a growing body of opinion on the 
inadequacy of the food supplied to the 
miners. He thinks, like many others. 
that: coal-getting is a dangerous and 
fatiguing job, necessitating abundance of 
the rizht kinds of food. From several 
parts of the country come stories of 
miners’ wives giving up the best portions 
of the rations for the sake of their men. 
Other bodies of workers in heavy indus- 
tries make similar complaints. The 
Ministry of Food. however, states that it 
has to face the difficulty of determining 
who is a manual labourer, and it cites 
the reluctance of the Labour Party to 
make any such distinction. The Ministry 
of Food will have to take steps to deal 
with a most unsatisfactory position, even 
if the meat ration of the ordinary 
individual has to be reduced. 


Combs-out of Reserved Mex. 


A great ‘‘comb-out’’ of reserved men 
is taking place in Britain, and this 
applies to professional men, who hitherto 
have been civen consideration in a marked 
degree It appears that permanent civil 
servants will form only a small proportion 
of the men to be released for service. A 
large number of the men in Government 
offices are ex-Service men, too old to he 
called up, though there are numbers of 
men im uniform carrying out various 
duties that could be done by women or by 
juniors. Jt may be found when the cases 
have been sifted that not more than 
three hundred civil servants will be avail- 
able. In the meantime. there is a move- 
ment on foot to get back frew the 
Services older men of low categories to 
carry on Government work.

Axe-Men’s Competition 


A curious carnival is to be held at 
Cirencester next week, when Canadian, 
Australian and New Zealand axe-ren will 
compete, with the New Zealanders as 
hosts. The men will be drawn from the 
Dominion Forestry companies, who are 
engaged in cutting. down timber for the 
Ministry of Supply. All of them have 
worked for the greater part of their lives 
in the forests of their native countries. 
They have brought their own methods 
and equipment to Britain, where they are 
running no fewer than seven saw mills. 
These mills differ greatly from those used 
here. which are regarded by the visitors 
as somewhat archaic. There is strong 
competition among the men as to which 
unit produces the highest weekly output. 
Invitations have been sent to business 
firms which supply the machinery and 
tools from time to time, as the axe-men 
are anxious that -they shall see what can 


be done 


Dried Milk Supplies 


The Ministry of Food has acquired 
great stocks of dried milk to be mal? 
available to retailers when it is necessary 
to augment the liquid supplies.. For many 
months past big quantities have been 
arriving from the Domimions, and milk 
now is being placed in dépóts up and 
down the country. It is estimated that 
the amount of dried milk in stock is 
sufficient to provide alternative supplies 
for several months for everybody in the 
country. Quantities of tinned milk also 
will be forthcoming. It has been decided 
that these forms of milk are to be supplied 
by the dairyman, and not by the grocer, 
as at present, thus ensuring the preserva- 


tion of the milk. trade.

I should think that few listeners fo the 
first performance of John Ireland's new 
song, ' 0 Happy Land.” from the B.B.C. 
station the other night recognised in the 
author of the words one of the poets 
contributing regularly to the Nation of 
Thomas Davis and Charles Gavan Duffy. 

Somewhat ungenerously, to my thinking, 
the B.B.C. described him as “a rather 
obscure nineteenth-century pcet.” by name 
W. J. Linton. Even the B.B.C. admitted 
that his verse had quality good enough to 
inspire John Ireland to compose a beauti- 
ful and fitting piece of music. 


of “- any good cause at all,’’ deserved no 
less than what Ireland has done so finely 
for him. His verse was not, perhaps, of 
the first order; but it was poured out 
freely on behalf of English Chartists and 
Irish peasants, and has been worth its 
place in anthologies. His wood-engravings, 
especinily in the Illustrated London News, 
were among the best of their time. 


Helping Mazzini 


Above all, he was a grand fighter for 
freedom everywhere, and was the friend 
of Irish, Polish and Italian revolutiontsts 
and of English and American social 
reformers. In 1844 he Sr hon to 
expose the opening of political exiles’ 
748 in the British Post Office: in 1848 
he was deputed to carry an address of 
congratulation from English workers to 
the French Provisional Government: and 
in 1862-3 he was active on the committee 
in support of the Polish Revolution. 

Among his published works were lines of 
Paine and Whittier; poems and trans- 
lations; histories of wood-ergraving and 
engravers: editions of sixteenth and 
seventeenth-century poems and of five 
volumes of English verse; and “ The 
English Republic ” in three volumes. 

Linton was born in London in 1812, 
emigrated to the United States in 1866-7, 
ana died there in 1898. 


Another Cup of Tea? 


A voung friend of mine reports his 
experiences of Scottish hospitality, equal 
in every way to that of Ireland except in 
one particular.

Lectures and Notes

The Nature of Modern Warlare. By 


Cyril Falls. Methuen and Co.° 4,:. 


N this volume Captain Falls has 
| collected the four lectures he de- 
livered at Cambridge in January 
and February last in the Lees Knowles 
series. He has added '“ Notes on 
Mountain War ” to complete what in 
effect is a handy treatise on the 
“doctrine of total war, the mechanised 
attack, tactics of defence, and the im- 
mutable realities of strategy. 

Several of these points in them- 
selves show how far away we are even 
from the considerations that had 
weight in the final stages of the first 
world war. 


Captain Falls’s lectures were de- 
livered about the same time as the 
London Z'imes was publishing the 


lectures on ‘* Generalship,’’ delivered 
under the same auspices two years ago 
by Sir Archibald Wavell, and, read in 
conjunction with that brilliant 
soldier's, they furnish a very useful 
introduction to the art of modern war. 


Theory and Practice 


Their author knows his job, both in 
practice and in theory, and he has the 
added experience of assisting in the 
writing of the official military history 
of the Jast great war, and compiling 
the records of Allenby’s campaign in 
Palestine and the campaigns im France 
and Macedonia in the first part of 1917. 

Captain Falls makes his nearest 
approach to a synthesis of his subject 
iu his first lecture. What he has to 
sav will be found of value to students 
of warfare everywhere, and even to the 
lay reader who will take pains to 
study diligently. But it rs particularly 
to Enghsh students and English 
soldiers Major Falls addresses himself. 
And he clearly and firmly perceives the 


English position and the English 
tradition. 
‘* Analysis,” as he says, “is not a 


national habrt, and svnthesis* is still 
less so. Nor can it be denied that 
our severely practical outlook and 


practice of meeting each problem as it 
arises has served us well. To-day, how- 
ever, a new kind of warfare is being 
waged against us, and if we are ito 
counter it effectively we must adopt 
not only new methods, some of them 
foreign to us, but also a new outlook, 
which ts still more so.” 

He is confident that the English 
people are ‘‘ determined, receptive of 
ideas, and intelligent.’’ and that it will 
not be their fault if the nation’s mind 
1s not organised m the way that will 
crown it with victory.

Those Things which We Ought 


to Have Done 


In every case, onee thé month of 
February had _ passed, the diary

Pelican publication, “ English Diaries 
ta Avi, AVE sd AIX 
Centuries,’’ and I found —— the 
things that proved most interest- 
ing were not interesting because 
of their great virtue as literature, 
but because of their period; that 1s 
to say, to the people of the sixteenth 
or seventeenth centuries the burning 
of a witch in the middle of the street 
seemed of no more importance than a 
lecture on how to use a gas mask seems 
to us, and they wrote it up in their 
diaries with the same detached air of 
boredom. 

It is this difference in attitude to 
the major and minor things of life that 
makes the study of old diaries so 
fascinating, and one can learn a great 
deal more about the lustory of a 
couutry from a few old diaries than 
from any number of history books.

Where, or When? 


Of course, it is not so easy to write 
a diary nowadays as it used to be, In 
the old days people had plenty of time 
on their hands, and writing a diary 
was one of the few ways of filling the 
gap between supper and bed-time, At 
present there are no intervals to fill 
during the day or during the might; 
the modern young things do not leave 
off doing one thing until they have 
already started to do something else. 
and when it comes to bed-time they 
are too tired to do anything but sleep. 
Besides, most of them are illiterate, to 
all intents and purposes, and could not 
write intelligently even if they 
wanted to. 

At the same time, any genuine day- 
to-day diaries written at the present 
{ime—perhaps the most eventful period 
in the history of the world—should be 
of the greatest interest to those who 
follow, and, even at the risk of sound- 
ing like a leading article, I] should he 
to advocate the keeping of diaries by 
all and sundry. 

Incidentally, 1 propose to start my 
own diary again, as from to-day; this 
time, perhaps, as a result of the fact 
that I am starting towards the end of 
a year, I may get it —

HE difficulties of obtaining news 

I from occupied or, indeed, unoccu- 

pied France are to-day tremendous, 
and the German authorities have the 
full assistance of the Pétain Govern- 
ment in their attempts to stifle opinion 
and control the spread of information. 
But there are leakages. All France is 
not yet submissive, and there - are 
thousands willing to take great risks 
in order to assist the cause for which 
France went to war in September, 
1939. 

The occupation is bringing as much 
spiritual and mental suffering as purely 
physical hardship and pain to the 
French people. Families have become 
sharply divided against each other, as 
some have felt the necessity to work 
with the victors whilst others feel tlie 
fight is not yet over. 

Both these littla books bring out the 
conflict of lovalties and emphasise the 
stress and strain on family relation- 
ships.

who. continued the 


Gaulle. He shed no tears over the 
downfall of the Third Republic; in 
fact, both authors are agreed in 


making scapegoats of the post-war 
“oliticians; but whereas the French 
soldier has a faith and confidence in 
the destiny of France, which is mental 
rather than physical, the letters from 
a Krenchman—a farmer—are less con- 
cerned with the.spiritual future than 
with golid realities. 

Both breathe to the full an unshaken 
confidence in the perpetuation of that 
characteristically French, yet Christian, 
civilisation which has been the inspira- 
tion of Europe for centuries.

This new volume will not now 
provoke as much controversy as its 
predecessor and to the observant 
reader who is not hide-bound by 
tradition or blinded by his national 


psychology in time of war what 
Werner Ras to say here will not come 
with the suddenness of surprise. But 
that is not to say that this volume 1s 
less valuable or less important than the 
eurlicr one. ‘Taken with the course of 
events of the last two years, of which 
indeed it is a very pertinent and 
informative explanation, it is a com- 
plete and brilliant justification of the 
main positions taken up by the author 


in “The Military Strength of the 
Vowers,”’ 

Classic Conception 

Time and the turn of war have 
justified Werner, and many of his 


readers must regret that even now his 
conclusions have not been accepted by 
those to whom they would be of the 
greatest conceivable service. 

Werner describes the allies’ “ classic 
conception ” of war as so conservative 
that 16 has not essentially transcended 
the conception of the war of position 
as they knew it in 1915-17. He charges 
them with fatal ignorance of the 
changes in modern warfare and of the 
effectiveness of the new German war 
machine, and of a national short- 
sightedness that prevented them from 
understanding international military 
developments. 

These charges are made boldly and 
frankly, and from abundant evidence, 


by chapter and verse, they are as 
fairly and convincingly proven. The 
evidence is taken from _ official 


printed material, from an examination 
of military and diplomatic 
tions, from a penetrating study of the 
campaigns in Poland, Norway, France 
and Belgium, the Balkans and Africa. 


The Case of France 


On the two directing allies, France 
and Great Britain, his conclusions are 
those which have struck manv a lay 
mind in neutral countries. The French, 
he declares, Jost. the war, not, as is 
sometimes said, on September 1, 1939, 
but between September 1 and May 10, 
1940. 

In that eight months of “all quiet 
on the Western front ’’ the war was a 
delayed-action blitzkrieg; the blitz 
was reserved for the second phase; the 
Third Reich made good use of Ata 
opportunity to complete its war pre- 
parations; and the failure of the Allies 
in these eight months ‘‘ constitutes the 
most tragic chapter in the history of 
European democracy.” 

It is ail clear now that, as he says, 
“the disaster of May and June, 1940, 
was prepared for by a paraly sis of the 
will, by complete failure tu grasp the 
power and purposes of the enemy, by the 
Allies’ stubborn self-deception on the 
subject of their military preparedness, 
And the basic defect of traditional 
British war doctrine “was that It 
ignored the requirements of large-scale 
continental warfare.”

OME years ago Commander 
S Kenworthy earned an enviable 
reputation as the member who 
asked the Jargest number of questions 
in the British House of Commons;

ewOHE fertile brain of Mr. Noel 
TIT Pemberton-Billing, who has been 

something of an enfant terrible 
in aeronautical circles for a number of 
vears, has, as usual, been thinking 
about to-morrow, or, perhaps, the day 
after to-morrow, 

One needs to be very careful in read- 
ing a book about the future aeroplane. 
Only a few years ago people were say- 
ing that a regular trans-Atlantic air 
service Was impracticable ; now we know 
that it is operating with the regularity 
of a ferry-boat and with a low accident 
rate. (Three accidents in all since the 
service started.) 

[In the thirty-seven years since the 
Wright Brothers flew their little 
machine at Kitty Hawk the speed of air- 
craft has increased from 40 m.p.h. to 
470 m.p.h., and the weight of machines 
from 7Olbs. to 70 tons; what will the 
next thirty-seven years show us’ War- 
time conditions limit the usefulness of 
a book like this—we may be sure that 
no developments calculated to assist 
“the other side’’ are included—but 
Mr. Pemberton-Billing has provided a 
basis for thought, and for that we must 
thank him. 


A Parliament of Pilots 


One of his most interesting sugges- 
tions concerns the establishment of a 
“ Parhament of Pilots’’ to meet at 
least once a month to discuss practical 
flying under war-time conditions. At 
such meetings pilots would discuss their 
difficulties and suggestions regarding 
aircraft (the author does not intend 


them to usurp the authoritv of the 
Higher Command on matter of 
strategy) with representatives of the 
design staffs of aircraft manufac- 


turers. This suggestion, which could be 
modified, seems to be sound—it is the 
man who is doing the flying who 
knows most about the aircraft, not 


the man in a soft office chair. 
After discussing technical progress 
since 1900, Mr. Pemberton-Billing 


surveys present-day methods of assisted 
take-off for aeroplanes. We have had 
an opportunity of seeing some of these 
methods in this country in the days 
hefore September, 1939. ‘There was, 
for example, the Mayo-Composite air- 
craft, which admirable for 
long-range high-speed mail-carrving— 
although not quite so practicable for 
passenger aircraft—and the refuelling 
of an aireraft in flight; for it is well 
known that an aircraft can carry more 


seemed 


weight when airborne than in the 
initial stages of rts take-off. Among 


the ideas discussed in the book is one 
for slipping a wing as soon as the 
machine has gained sufficient height, a 
technical possibility, but one is donbt- 
ful of its appeal to prospective pas- 
sengers. 


Trans-Atlantic Service 


As we have a very considerable 
interest in the trans-Atlantic air 
service, Mr. Pemberton-Billing’s plan 
for a fiving-boat to carry 500 pas- 
sengers across the ocean Is worth 
noting. It is a twin-hulled machine, 


operating on his slip-wing principle, 
capable of carrying 500 passengers, a 
crew of twenty, passengers’ personal 
luggage, passengers’ parachutable 
luggage, mail and freight (also para- 
chutable), and, of course, fuel. 

He attaches considerable importance 
to parachuting heavy luggage, mail 
and freight to earth at the end of a 


journey in order to lighten the air- 
craft before landing. Fight 2,000 h.p. 
engines are provided, - and. the 


estimated cruising speed is 250 m.p.h. 
The cost of operation, he estimates, 
would be £10 per passenger for a 
Southampton - New 3 York _ service. 
Whether big machines of this class 
would prove an economic proposition 
or not is open to discussion: a frequent 
service of smaller machines operating 
at higher speeds might. be preferable. 

During Mr. Pemberton-Billing’s career 
he has listened to many scoffers, 
but many of his predictions have come 
true. for that reason this book is 
worth reading. 


The Invasion of

R. HENDRIK VAN LOON’. 
M latest book, ‘‘Invasion,’’ falls 
lamentably short of the high 
standard which previously he had set 
for himself. 

Up to the present most of his books 
have been as an informative nature, 
aml his method of teaching history, 
geography and the arts have, in their 
own Way, surpassed anything of tlie 
kind ever attempted before. The pre- 
sent book, however, is. of no import- 
ance whatever, being merely an ac- 
count in all detail of an imaginary 
invasion of America, based, roughly 
speaking, on what has happened in 
Europe. 

Were it not for the fact that every- 
body knows Hendrik Van Loon to be a 
genuinely sincere writer one might be 
inclined to call this book a ‘‘pot- 
boiler “; there could be no other justi- 
fication for it. 

As fiction it is not uninteresting, but 
that sort of thing has been done be- 
fore, and very much better, by people 
like Jules Verne, Edgar Rice Bur- 
roughs and Edgar Wallace.

The anthology consists of a selection 
of quotations from the works of Ger- 
man writers, statesmen, politicians, 
philosophers, soldiers, jurists, etc., 
from the time of Frederick the Great 
to the present day, and the whole col- 
lection purports to show how the idea 
of National Socialism is neither new 
to Germany, nor foreign to the nature 
of the German people. It endeavours 
tc show that the ideas of racial purity, 
etc., which ‘are being publicised in 
Germany at the present time, always 
were part and parcel of the German 
nation, and that the world is not only 
confronted with the menace to National 
Socialism, but also with another Ger- 
man attempt to realise what has so 
long been their consistent policy—that 
of world hegemony. 

It would be useless to attempt to 
reproduce here any of the quotations, 
but let it be said that, whether or not 
one agrees with all of the ideas ex- 
pressed in the book, it makes most in- 
teresting reading. It is admirably 
illustrated, too, with maps, drawings, 
and photographs.

MARINE SERVICE 
TAKES A BOW 


T rising plaintive note of a 


bo’sun’s whistle lingered across 
the harbour, and an autumn sun, 
dissipatmg the morning mist, was gild- 
ing the green deeps with a veil of gold 
as the officer in command of the 
Marine Service depdt—the headquarters 
off the southern coast of the youngest 
naval organisation in the world— 
stepped on to his quarter-deck, received 
the tribute of a guard of honour, and 
set a new day's routine into motion, 
His ship was an island, the island 
was a fortress, and the fortress the 
birthplace—less than two years ago— 
of Ireland's first navy. ‘The term is 
reluctantly applied; they prefer the 
description Marine Service, possibly be- 
cause, by reason of what is implies, 


the word ‘“‘navy’’ is excessively 
lhigh-sounding, and our Marine 
Service is nothing if not modest. 
Indeed, from time to time in 


this initial period it has been applied 
to our junior service with some deri- 
sion: but if its character, its work and 
its personnel were fully appreciated 
by a visit to its dépot, those who 
criticised would remain to praise. 
Taking the Service as a whole, officers 
and men, there hardly can be any 
doubt that no country in the world 
enjoys the services of a finér lot of 
men. Although they are an integral 
part of the Defence Forces, and are 
not, as in other countries, a distinct 
and independent organisation, they 
already have created about them a 
distinctiveness and a style that places 
them apart from the Army ov the Air 
Force; and the traditions peculiar to 
[he naval service in other countries, 
with ‘suitable adjustments to meet the 
needs and demands of circumstances in 
this country, are steadily being 
absorbed. Set aside the handicaps im- 
posed by world conditions and financial 
considerations, and the Marine Service 
is a navy in every sense of the word. 

It would seem as if the officers and 
men of the Service were hand picked, 
so high is the measure of discipline 
and so remarkable the spirit of loyalty 
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and iraternity. Outside the parade 
ground, which is unbending everywhere, 
there is no shouting; orders sound like 
instructions from one gentleman to 
another, and the work, never too 
severe, yet  characteristically hard. 
is wndertaken more willingly, and 
accomptished more efficiently, than are 
possible under dissimilar conditions in 
the senior services. On duty or in the 
mess, the members of the Service are 
gentlemen always. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to find that the qualifica- 
demanded of candidate recruits 
surprisingly high, not alone in 
physical fitness, but in the standard of 
education and general bearing. It 
takes more than a University degree 
to obtain a Commission in the Marine 
Service.

A SAILOR—A SOLDIER , 


Many people, doubtless, would be 
surprised to learn that the demands of 
modern times require a much higher 
standard of efficiency from a sailor than 
is expected from the average soldier. 
The sailor has to be a soldier and a 
specialist as well. He must be fully 
trained as a fighting force on land, 
and as well must attain suffictent 
specialised knowledge, to enable him to 
undertake the duties associated with 
half-a-dozen different branches of 


activity m the Navy. For instance, 
he must have a good practical 
knowledge of seamanship, which 


is a pretty wide subject, of Morse, 
signalling, first aid, heavy and light 
gunnery, organisation and administra- 
tion, explosives, etc.—fitted, in other 
words, to carry out any one of several 
tasks if the need arose. ‘The greater 
part of the dutv hours is occupied not 
with deck-scrubbing or scraping, but 
with education. The syllabus provides 
for a course of nearly 650 hours, com- 


prising :—Close foot drill (30), arms 
drill (12), seamanship (120), rifle 
marksmanship (40), musketry (30), 


bayonet fighting (12). physical training 


(35), Morse code (70), international 
code (10), semaphore (25), first aid 
(15), hvgiene and sanitation (10), 


organisation and administration (12), 
section, platoon and company drill 
(10), heavy and light machine-gun 
instruction (20), light automatic anti- 
aircraft instruction (20), 12-pounder 
gun drill (10), ammunition and fuses 
(10), elementary naval gunnery (10), 
swimming (15), chemical defence (15), 
12-pounder ammunition (8), tactical 
training (35), guards and ceremonials 
(10), internal economy (39) and torpedo 
instruction (20). One readily can 
understand how a selection from such a 
syllabus—apart altogether from the 
task of maintenance and repair, which 
goes on interminably—can provide a 
good day's work for both officers and 
ratings, 

A six-thirty reveille opens a long day, 
and even before the ('.0. of the depot 
arrives for morning inspection of the 
‘‘ ship ” there is time for a fall in, for 


— 


stowing away bedding, shaving and 
washing, for breakfast at 8, and a 
spot of physical training after having 
cleaned into the rig of the day. When 
the C.O, stepped on to the quarter-deck 
the sudden crash of rifle butts shock 
one into an early realisation of the 
potentialities of the new force, and 
for the next half-hour, swinging in 
column of sections in Royal Marine 
fashion, Irish sailors—how strange it 
sounds still remembering the euphony 
of “' Irish seamen’’—in their loose- 
fitting blue, give a display of precision 
in foot and arms drill that would re- 
flect credit on seasoned men. Yet the 
great majority of them are boys, who 
never had been outside their maratime 
counties, principally Dublin, Cork, 
Waterford and Galway. The wind 
rippled across their wide trousers and 
set the ribbons- behind their white- 
topped, French-tasselled caps dancing 
as they waited for the neat-brass- 
buttoned officers to complete their re- 
ports, and, with rifles at the 
horizontal, then doubled away to 
their work—some to the repair 
and maintenance shop, where they 
put new energy into sullen engines, 
some to the torpedo assembling dépot 
to learn. amid long lines of steel 
porpoises, all .bout the 6,000 part 
intricacies of a modern torpedo; some 
to the signalling station high up over 
the shimmering water, where the rattle 


and flutter of flags in the westerly 
lhveeze persist. above the bus of a 
powee boat and the drone of marine 


engines down below, and others to the 
training ship, or to various duties in 
the mess. on guard, or aboard the 
patrol boats. Wherever they go they 
present the rather paradoxical picture 
of ramrod straightness and sapling 
suppleness, and, whether ashore or 
afloat, they retain that clean-cut, loose- 
limbed style that is the hallmark of the 
naval man. In his modest way, the 
Commanding Officer said of them :— 
“They are right good lads: I have 
had virtually no difficulty with them, 
and they are keen to learn.”

OOD Rens our ancestors ate, 
a which wé now ignore, and 
which, if ever we got really 
hungry, we might, be glad to eat,” is 
mentioned by Dr. J. A. Musgrave, 
D.P.H., M.O.H., in his report on 
health and sanitary conditions in Co 
Louth. 

Wild bog garlic, which, he says, he 
tried on an elderly friend, who told 
him that every Irish country child of 
his generation knew of, goes very well 
with bread. It is a useful addition 
to diet, for all onions are strong in 
sulphur, and have vitamin content and 
iron like all growing green foods 

Watercress, which the Gaelic chiefs 
and Saxon thanes ate in large quan- 
tities with their rough bread, was 
still growing, but he never saw it 
hawked from door to door in fresh, 
green garlanded baskets like it used to 
be in the early days of this century. 
With cold chicken and champagne in 
a three a.m. snack in a first-rate hotel, 
watercress might figure on the bill at 
2s. 6d. a sandwich. It was worth 
every penny of it, and rimsing or 
freshening over night in a weak solu- 
tior. of potassium permanganate, or in 
chlorinated water, would render it 
absolutely safe. Watercress has a 
very useful vitamin content. 

Dr. Musgrave emphasises, however, 
that every weed of reputed value 
should not be pressed into service to 
supply lám nourishment—these 
things should be tackled with care, 
not rashly experimented with, on half. 
digested folk-lore and tradition, 

Mentioning that he has seen sun- 
flowers grown as a crop for oil, Dr. 
Musgrave says that he has often eaten 
sunflower seeds, but it was a laborious 
business. However, if he made bread 
from sunflower seeds and ate it, he 
believed, on his own personal ex- 
perience and. information, that he 
would be acting quite reasonably and 
safely, Because he had heard at some 
time of dandelion om ég tea mé 
cowslip wine, he did not propose to 
substitute any of these for his usual 
tea or coffee. To do so would not be 
reaaqnae ; he had no exact knowledge 
as to how often or when they were 
indulged in. The word “tea” and 
the word ‘‘ wine’’ made a mental sug- 
estion which might be quite false.

addition to lend bulk and give piquancy 
to a meagre salad, provided there was 
a sufficiency of endive or lettuce. 


RABBIT-KEEPING 

On the question of “wild ” meat, as 
distinct from wild vegetables, Dr. 
Musgrave advances the interesting sug- 
gestion that a large variety of table 
rabbit—the so-called Belgian hare— 
should be made available to everyone 
who cared to keep them. They were 
easy to house—a_ teachest, with 
chicken-netting false floor and chicken- 
netting front, would make a healthy 
hutch. They were easy to feed— 
dandelion, potato peelings, etc.—any- 
one could afford to keep rabbits, and 
they made an excellent addition to 
the diet of the people. 

Dr. Musgrave even suggests frogs as 
a substitute meal. Personally, he 
says, if he owned a stretch of bog he 
would be quite willing to listen to the 
love serenade of the Batrachians—and 
eat them when he was hungry. 

“There are many ways in which our 
food reserve could *e augmented by 
a careful adjustment and preservation 
of our fauna—and perhaps flora—if 
the matter were given thought,” con- 
cludes Dr. Musgrave, who adds that 
movements to ensure the correct use 
of food and to prevent waste in 
preparation or consumption were of the 
utmost importance. Marketing, cookery, 
and education of school girls and 
housewives, in order that the findings 
of the scientists are lucidly explained 
in simple language, and understood 
and applied, were what is required.

TAKE THE 


HOW FAR CAN AMERICA 
HELP RUSSIA ? 


By Ovr MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 
URING the two months the 
i) Russo-German campaign has 
lasted the Allies have not made 
any move to turn the opportunity to 
advantage. There has been no attempt 
at any Cok aieabre of any kind—the 
move into. Syria had started some 
weeks before hostilities. began in Russia, 
and such troop-movements as have 
recently taken place have all been 
defensive. Singapore is the most out. 
standing, but now come Ankara reports 
that the garrisons in Irak are being 
rap.dly reinforced. 

Again, for quite some time back now, 
Dakar has been very prominently in 
the news. ‘To judge by some comments 
one would imagine that possession of 
Dakar by the Germars would win them 
the naval war. People who argue this 
way seem to forget that the Germans 
have been in Brest for over a year— 
a very much more important port than 
Dakar, from the naval standpoint. 
This does not mean that Dakar is not 
important—far from it. There is, how- 
ever, a certain way of ensuring that 
-the Germans will not occupy Dakar— 
and that for the British to occupy 
Tripoli. If they can succeed in ousting 
the Axis forces out of Libya, it is a 
fairly safe bet that the end of their 
worries elsewhere in Africa would be 
in sight. 


GERMANS IN ITALY

AIR BOMBING 


There appears to be prevalent in 
Britai? a belief that strategical air- 
bombing will unaided win the war for 
the Allies. The latest spokesman to 
this effect was no Yess important a 
personage than the Air Minister. ‘The 
theory 1s, of course, that of the Italian 
General Douhet: “ Defend by ].nd and 
sea, attack by air.” This theory has 
been fully examined and rightly 
rejected by reason of its complete one- 
sidedness. Aerial bombing 1s a very 
important factor, and its importance 
will increase; but alone it will never 
give a decision in this war. 

In the Middle East, however, . most 
of the requisites for a combined offen- 
sive inal appear to be available. 
There is no doubt as to the naval 
superiority—seeing that it 1s a matter 
of the Central Mediterranean the 
Gibraltar Squadron can _ co-operate. 
There would seem, also, to be there 
the requisite aerial superiority also, 
if respective current activities are a 
reliable guide. 


LAND FORCES 


As for land forces, there is certainly 
a numerical superiority, and during the 
vast two months something should 
wea been possible to secure at least 
an equality in tanks. Of artillery, 
there should be a considerable pre- 
ponderance ; for it was not possible for 
the Axis Powers to replace all the 
losses ot December-January-lebruary. 


In view of all this, it would seem 
possible to ‘‘get a move on. : 
Meantime, the Russians are being 


hard pressed. “They have been com- 
pelled to give ground along the entire 
front—while their losses in both men 
and material are very considerable. 
There can be no question of their 
wresting the initiative from the 
Germans for a long time to come. 
This is why, from the Allied point of 
view, it is desirable to make use of the 
opportunity still presented by Russian 


resistance. It makes one doubt 
whether this is being done to hear 
talk of “ American aid for Russia, as 


if that could prove to be a certain and 
complete panacea. 


AMERICAN AID 


The first thing to understand in this 
matter is that America is only now 
getting into her stride. It is hard to 
see how the U.S.A. can give Russia 
short-term assistance without thereby 
reducing assistance for Britain. Take, 
for example, the question of aircraft. 
The output of American war ‘planes 
for July was 1.460—i.e., much around 
the April, May, June rate of produc- 
tion. Some three or four months ago 
it was anticipated that the September 
figure would be 1.800; Obviously, 
Britain and the Dominions can _ profit- 
ably absorb this whole output, and 
no important fraction could usefully 
be diverted to Russia. The latter 
Power must depend on home produc- 
tion until next spring—by which time 
the American supply - organisation 
should be considerably stepped up. 


BRITISH HELP 


To send American supplies to Russia 
at the present time would be to assume 
an attitude of purely passive defence 
to that extent. It would be altogether 
more advantageous to expend the same 
resources offensively, which Britain at 
the moment is in a better position to 
attempt. This argument does not, of 
course, apply to commodities of which 
Britain has no immediate need—or 
which she has in sufficient quantity. 
Such, for example, would be aviation 
spirit.

EXPERTS ON ITS 
QUALITY 


According to eminent experts, with 
its coal content of over twenty million 
tons, sufficient to supply the entire 
needs of the country for nearly 14 
years, Arigna mines are regarded as 
being inadequately developed. 

Employing over 200 local miners, 
three private companies which work 
the coalfields at the moment merely 
nibble at the immense mineral wealth. 
The principal concern, which can 
boast of modern equipment, claims an 
output of 250 tons per day. Feeling 
that development of Arigna was no 
less urgent than that of Slieveardagh, 
Roscommon, Leitrim and Sligo, public 
bodies recently called a three-county 


conference to press their claim. Mr. 
Stephen Flynn, T.D., informed the 
members that he had been told in 
Dublin that a company was being 
formed to take over the mining rights. 
This is welcome news. Now is the 
acceptable time to utilise the full 


strength of the country’s resources in 
developing an industry which, beydnd 
the importance of the employment’ to 
be afforded, would mean so much in 
every department of the nation’s life 
to-day. 


A COMPARISON 


That the Arigna product was a most 
excellent coal was acknowledged by 
competent authorities in times when 
the competition of the foreign article 
was at its keenest in both quality and 
price. That was before the 1914 war, 
when several public institutions would 
use nothing but the Arigna product. 
laudatory testimonials were expressed 
by many boards of — guardians 
mm those days, long before we 
had the protecting influence oí 
an Irish Government in fostering our 
industries. In any event, supposing 
there was some cause of complaint of 
Irish coal, surely it is better than the 
foreign stuff that has been coming to 
this country for the past seven or eight 
months, even if we were to have our 
full quota of that in the future.

He reported 
that upwards of thirty million tons of 
coal might be raised out of the 
southern and western divisions of the 
district, Afterwards he admitted that 
his estimate might have been some- 
what too high. That of the Railway 
Commissioners, given in 1838, may be 
more accurate. The Lough Allen dis- 
trict, they state, contained 20,000 
acres of coal, equal to twenty million 
tons, 

Mr. Griffith’s report makes very in- 


teresting reading. Here is the most 
Important part of his observations: 
“Of the first bed of coal—the fire 


clay is succeeded by a bed of coal, 
which varies in thickness from one to 
three feet; it is known in the country 
by the name of the crow coal. It

contains numerous thin lamine of black 
slate clay, which render it of little 
value, except for burning lime. When 
first brought to the surface it is 
moderately solid, but on exposure to 
the air it soon divides into thin flakes. 
This bed has never been wrought. If 
it were, I have little doubt its average 
thickness would be found to amount 
to three feet, but it has never been 


seen, excepting at the outgoing. In 
the vale of the Arigna, near 
the iron works, where the fire 
clay .was wrought, this coal was 
three feet thick. This coal runs 


parallel to the three-foot coal which 
lies above it, and its outgoing may be 
traced along the face of the hills 
through the greater part of the 
southern and western division of the 
district. 

THE FUTURE 

“Of the Three Foot Coal—The 
future prosperity of the Connaught coal 
district may be said to depend entirely 
on the produce of this. bed, which, 
though of moderate thickness, is for- 
tunately of great extent, Its quality 
as fuel ‘tor domestic purposes is ex- 
cellent, and if used for smelting iron 
it is among the best in the Empire. . . 
The thickness of this coal is rarely 
less than three feet, or more than 
three feet four inches. ... 

‘‘In the western division of the dis- 
trict the extent of coal is not so great 
as in the southern. The third 
bed of coal varies from eight to nine 
inches in thickness. . "* The rocks 
consist of sandstone, sandstone slate, 
slate clay, clay ironstone and fine fire 
clay, 

“TI knew that in those hills, whose 
desolate “aspeet weighs on my mind, 
there were concealed all the materials 


for successful industry,’ wrote Sir 
Robert Kane, M.D., a distinguished 
geologist, who visited the district 


around 1840. He said that as he walked 
in the locality there appeared around 
his path ‘‘ masses of iron ore, equally 
rich with the best employed in Eng- 
land.’’ Of the quantity of coal avail- 
able, he writes: “‘It is certainly suffi- 
ciently great for domestic trade, . and 
it must be recollected that on the 
surface of the hills which surround 
Lough Allen there is a supply of fuel 
probably not inferior to that which is 
contained within them.” 


IRON ORE 


In a later report he estimated there 
were 24 millon tons of iron ore in 
Arigna, sufficient to last for 250 vears. 
The iron stone there, he said, was in- 
valuable. Equally favourable reports 
were made by Sir John Lyburn, and in 
more recent years by the French 
geologists who were appointed to 
investigate Arigna’s mineral wealth. 

The first attempt at the development 
of Arigna was by brothers named 
©’ Reilly, who in 1788 set up the Arigna 
Iron and Coal Company, which tried to 
smelt iron with pit coal. Following a 
scandal, the activities of the company 
were the subject of a Parliamentary

PRODUCING 
FARM 


By a SPecrat CORRESPONDENT, I 


HE shortage of soap, paint, lubri- 
cf cants, margarine and other 
substances with a basis of veget- 
able oils need not be so severe as is 
threatened by the scarcity of shipping 
and our reliance on imports. These 
vegetable oils are not all exotics, and 
as much as we need of them could be 
produced here in such a way that their 
production would fit, without any dis- 
location, into ordinary farming practice. 
Certainly an amount of Governmental 
organisation, experimenting and can- 
vassing would need to be done, with 
some subsidising to give the producers 
a fair return for labour; but the im- 
provement in national conditions would 
be more than commensurate, as there 
would be a good deal of relief to farm- 
ing generally. 
he oils trom linseed, rape, hemp, 
poppy, mustard and sunflower have 
been for years a regular feature of pro- 
duction in countries all over the world, 
and much scientific investigation has 
been carried out, particularly in Russia, 
on oil-bearing plants. Sunflower and 
poppy seed oils have figured in 
American and Russian industry for 
years, and there seems to be no reason 
why they should not be so here. Like- 
wise linseed. Flax is a crop that has 
been grow.) in varying quantities in 
Ireland for linen manufacture, and the 
growing of it for seed would be even 
more simple, as the processing needed 
for ~linen productigh would be 
eliminated. Mustard and rape, particu- 
larly, rape, have been grown here for 
many years, and centuries ago the 
oil was extracted from frape in mills 
all over the country. One mill, of 
which the stones remain, dates back to 
1670. Sova bean and annual mercury 
also give useful oils, but their cultiva- 
tion in Ireland on the large scale is 
not certain to be feasible. Mercury is 
a common enough plant in the country 
side, but the Sova bean has so far 
been cultivated with but little success 


GOVERNMENT HELP 
NECESSARY 


The shortage of shipping and the 
consequent high prices of imported oils 
will. continue for some time after the 
end of the war, so that, even if this 
were to happen to-day, it would still 
be an obvious thing for the Govern- 
ment to consider any wav in which 
the supply of things formerly imported 
could be obtained from sources inside 
the country. The growing of oil-bear- 
ing plants is a way to do this for 
one section, an important section, of 
our imports; and it is hard to believe 
that no large-scale investigation under 
Government auspices has ever been 
undertaken. The matter should rank 
beside wheat-growing. turf develop- 
ment, electricity supply and afforesta- 
tion in the national effort towards some 
measure of economic independence, 
Taking linseed oil as an example. 
Our imports annually are about 1,700 
tons, which could be produced by 
growing about 5,000 acres of the plant 
for seed. The resulting linseed cake 
would go to relieve the position in the 
cattle concentrates market. If we set 
out to produce enough linseed to 
supply all our cake requirements it 
would mean growing about 33,000 acres 
of flax, which would give a very useful 
supply of the orl for soap manufacture, 
etc This does not seem impossible 
when one considers that at one time 
Lithuania produced 28,000 tons, Latvia 
15,000 tons and Belgium 9,000 tons of lin- 
seed oil per year. The temperate climates 
grow these oil-bearing plants most 
successfully, and it was found in Eng- 
land that linseed oil locally produced 
was equal in quality to a super-quality 
Baltic oil, which was in great demand 
for high-class paints and varnishes. It 
is reasonable to assume that Irish- 
grown seed would have similar good 
qualities. 


VARIOUS USES OF FLAX 


This crop seems to be particularly 
attractive, inasmuch as its cultiva- 
tion is known in the country and 
would not entail any special training 
on the part of growers. A crop of up 
to li cwt. of dressed linseed ver acre 
can be obtained, with an oil content 
of 41 to 43 per cent. with anything 
from 9 to 21 cwt. of straw and 7 to 8 
ewt. of chaff which can be fed to 
possibilities for paper and textile 
present in favour of the crop.

festation up to 14 million to the acre, 
and the threshing can be done with an 
ordinary threshing machine, 

tape oil of good quality can be 
used for edible purposes and other 
qualities for lubricants, while the cake 
from the pressed seed makes a useful 
feed for cattle. Threshing is done 
with the ordinary machine, and yields 
from 10 ecwt, of seed up per acre can 
be obtained. The oil content is usu- 
ally somewhere in the ‘region of 37 per 
cent. 

Sunflower cultivation presents no 
greater difficulty of growing or har- 
vesting than, say, sugar beet. Up 
to 3,000lbs, of seed per acre can be 
got, but smaller yields, say 18-20 cwts 
would be usual, while the oil content 


is usually around 23 per cent. The 
stems and leaves are fed to stock 
or made into silage, which compares 
favourably with maize silage. Sun- 


flower cultivation, also, is not new to 
Ireland, where it is often grown for 
feeding poultry. 


POPPY SEED OIL 


Poppies are familiar to all of us, 
and their large-scale cultivation would 
resent little technical difficulty. 
Yields of 14 cwt. of seed with an oil 
content of 40-43 per cent. are obtained. 
The oil can be used for edible purposes, 
for soap-making or paint, etc., accord- 
ing to quality. In France the poppy 
has been widely cultivated for oil, 
18,000,000 kilograms of the seed being 
produced in 1885. 

Somewhat similar yields can be got 
from mustard, and this plant fits ex- 
tremely well into ordinary farm rota- 
tions, being considered in much the 
same way as turnips. 

The cultrvation of some or other of 
these plants for oil-production at Go- 
vernment sponsored mills would appear 
to. be an admirable occupation for cer- 
tain depressed areas in the country. 
Poppies, for instance, would probably 
add considerably to the income of 
Gucltacht dwellers if there was the 
market here suggested. In some cases 
it would be found that even if the 
mills. were to be established there 
would not be seed to grow enough of 
the crops to make the total yield con- 
stderable. In that case, the Govern- 
ment would have to start from the be- 
ginning with nurseries and experimental 
stations, research depóts for chemical 
work, and organisers to deal with 
harvesting. It would take no more 
than two or three years to get the 
industry on its feet, and it is unlikely 
that by that time we will be getting 
anything like normal imports of these 
oils. The question of subsidies would 
have to be considered, but that would 
not need any new Government depart- 
ment, end the regulation of imports 
would follow if the home oil-producing 
became really worked into the national 
economy, 


ESSENTIAL OILS 


There is another class of oils known 
as essential oils, which are the things 
that give various well-known flavours 
and ferfumes. These are largely 
extracted from plants, such as lavender, 
peppecnen, rosemary, dill and camo- 


mile, all of which are, more or less, 
common in our countryside. About 
£100,000 worth of ‘such oils are 


normally imported into this country 
every year, so that.a case would not be 
hard to establish for some action, as 
suggested above, for the large-scale 
cultivation of these plants for their 
oils. In England these plants have 
been grown for their oils for many 
vears, and the lesson of the industry 
there is that it should not involve great 
expense of labour on the part of the 
authorities here to make us, more or 
less, independent of imports of these 
essential oils. Here again they prob- 
ably would have to work up from the 
beginning. but the time needed would 
not great, and in the meantime 
experimental work on oil-extraction/ 
refining, pest-fighting, etc., could he 
carried ont, so that when the industry 
got going there would be a certain sum | 
of technical knowledge available. 

The growing and collection of these 
plants, again, would be an added 
source of income to many of our people. 
particularly in the Gaelteacht, areas. 

Experiments with Irish-grown plants 
of this type indicate that their oil-

TANKS AND GUNS 

President Roosevelt said that Senator 
Byrd had declared that not a single 
tank had been sent to England. 
Actually, however, hundreds of tanks 
of modern design had gone to the 
British. Some, as was known, had 
been sent to Egypt, and the news- 
papers had carried reports of the excel- 
lence of their performance. 

Concerning anti-aircraft guns, Senator 
Byrd had said that the programme pro- 
vided for average monthly deliveries of 
only four 90-millimetre guns during the 
balance of the calendar year. The 
programme, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
actually called for monthly deliveries 
of sixty-one for the remaining months 
of 1941, and the War Department 
believed that the programme would be 
met. 

Senator Byrd had also stated that the 
production of 37-millimetre anti-tank 
guns would be fifteen a month, whereas 
the actual output was seventy-two in 
July, and would be 160 in August, 260 
in September, and 320 in October. 

Furthermore, Senator Byrd had said 
that only fifteen mortars of 81-milli- 
metres would ke produced monthly in 
the months immediately ahead: 
whereas, said Mr. Roosevelt. produc- 
tion in July was actually 221, and, in 
August, would be 340, and in Septem- 
ber and October even larger. 


MILITARY AIRCRAFT
